Famine rates ‘have prevailed 
for time past and will not improve until special remedial 
measures are adopted. Under the old native régime the 
necessaries of life were very chéap and the people, as a rule, 
had some property to fall back upon in time of famine, and 
the rulers were so sympathetic and so much feared God, 
that they thought that if a single man in their terr- 
tories retired to bed with an empty stomach they would be 
held responsible by God.
